No, 81-ITC(PN)/eO,—Attention of importers is invited to para 2(il) of the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 72-ITC (PN)/0O dated 
24-5-’10 dO according to which the validity period of licences for S. Nos. 157*‘168/ 
IV, 159 (a)/IV and 160/IV for the current half year has been extended from 
six months to nine months. 

2. As a result of representations received from the trade, it has been decided 
that the validity period of licences for Paper items falling under S, Nos. 157-158/ 
IV, 159(a)/rv and 160/IV issued during October, 1959—March, 1900 period 
may also be deemed to have been extended from six months to nine months,

licensing authorities but clearance will be allowed by the Customs on the 
authority of this Public Notice,

according to which the Importers are required to deposit the rupee equivalent of 
the net dollar disbursement made the U. S. Banx under the letters of credit 
establishment against the Letter of Commitment issued by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation into the U. S. Embassy Title Account in the State Bank of India, 
New Delhi. 

(2) It has now been decided that with effect from the 16th May, 1960 all 
such rupee payments should be made in the United States Government’s account 
in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, who has been instructed to open 
an account styled “The U. S, disbursing Officer—American Embassy, New 
Delhi” in which all deposits received under this arrangement will be credited,

dated 12-1-1960 may be deemed to have been modified accordingly.
